Harassed for

When Glen Wood told his 
Japanese bosses he intend- 
ed to take paternity leave to 
look after his newborn son, 
the Canadian financial ana- 
lyst said he was treated “like 
I had committed some sort 
of crime.” 

The 47-year-old single 
father and former manager 
of global sales at Mitsubishi 
UFJ Morgan Stanley Secur- 
ities Co. in Tokyo alleges he 
was harassed to the point of 


mental and physical collapse 
after he exercised his right to 
a leave when his son Alexan- 
der was born two years ago. 

His lawyers have filed a 
temporary injunction against 
the Japanese brokerage and 
have asked a Tokyo court to 
order the firm to reinstate 
him to full employee status. 

The company said it en- 
courages employees to take 
parental leave. But Wood said 
he’s a victim of what is known 
in Japan as patahara — pa- 
ternity harassment. Wood 
said he was incrementally 
demoted before he was put 
on unpaid leave in October 
after rejecting what he said 
amounted to a low-level cler- 
ical position and a more than 
50-per-cent pay cut. 

“It was like junior high 
school girls’ type of behav- 
iour — they shut me out.” 

In an email to the Post, 
MUFJ Morgan Stanley said it 
has “actively encouraged the 
taking of childcare leave for 
some time, and addressed the 
taking of childcare leave by 
Mr. Glen in good faith.”

MUGABE $

Zimbabweans mobilized 
Monday for what they hope 
is a major push to oust Presi- 
dent Robert Mugabe, an 
increasingly isolated figure 
who faces impeachment 
proceedings and more street 
demonstrations even as he 
ignores calls to resign. 

While there is a consensus 
that the 93-year-old should 
go after nearly four decades 
in power, Mugabe has re- 
fused to step down as leader 
of a country that has known 
no other leader since in- 
dependence from white min- 
ority rule in 1980. 

The conflicted role of the 
military, widely hailed as a 
saviour after effectively strip- 
ping Mugabe of his authority 
last week, is under scrutiny 
after its generals flanked him 
during a televised address 
Sunday night in which he as- 
serted that he remained the 
“commander in chief” and 
referred to “our well-cher- 


ished constitutional order.” 

The generals have been 
involved in talks with him on 
a way out of the leadership 
crisis. While they acted out- 
side his authority by sending 
tanks into the streets, they 
also projected deference in 
sitting by at the official resi- 
dence, State House, as Mu- 
gabe told the nation he was 
still in charge. 

Although Mugabe’s pow- 
ers as a wily, ruthless tacti- 
cian have faded with age, his 
remarks seemed to reflect a 
keen understanding of the 
quandary of those trying to 
pry him from office: It would 
be easy enough at this stage 
to eject him, but percep- 
tions that he is being illegally 
toppled, or is the target of a 
military coup, would under- 
mine the credibility of any 
successor and muddy the 
international relationships 
of a new government.

Has tax 
revolt 
already 
begun? 
Revenues down 


in a growing 
economy

Last week’s Ontario fiscal 
update may have yielded the 
tax equivalent of a butter- 
fly moving its wings in one 
jurisdiction and causing a 
tornado in another. 

The update revealed that 
personal income tax revenues 
in the country’s largest prov- 
ince were downgraded to 
come in nearly $2 billion low- 
er than forecast in the spring 
budget, despite an upgrade in 
projected economic growth. 

No explanation was of- 
fered for this unusual set of 
circumstances — tax rev- 
enues should rise in a grow- 
ing economy — but the suspi- 
cion is that high-earning Can- 
adians are fed up seeing more 
than 50 cents on every dollar 
they earn over $200,000 
taken by the taxman. In 
short, they are behaving as 
all the studies on the subject 
predicted they would — they 
are increasingly engaged in 
what is known euphemistic- 
ally as “tax planning.” 

Alexandre Laurin, re- 
search director at the C.D. 
Howe Institute, forecast just 
such a response two years ago 
when the Liberals enacted 
their tax plan. In their plat- 
form, the Trudeau Liberals 
said they would pay for their 
planned middle-bracket tax 
cut by asking the wealthiest 
“to give a little more.” 

Anew tax bracket of 33 per 
cent was introduced for those 
earning more than $200,000. 
As a result, the federal gov- 
ernment saw its personal 
income tax revenues dip by 
$1.2 billion for 2016-17, as the 
gains from the increased top 
bracket failed to cover the 
cost of lowering the middle 
band and people scuttled to 
avoid paying the new tax.
